A jury for the trial of Mrs. J ohnson 
for cruelty to her own child, was ob­ 
tained yesterday afternoon with but very 
little trouble, and consequently much of 
the testimony was taken before nig ht. 
The case as set forth in the indictment, is 
that Mrs. Nettie J ohnson, of Franklin 
Grove, about the 30th of 3Iay last, forced 
the hands of her little daug hter, Maude, 
upon a hot stove, thereby burning the 
fing ers severely; and, also, that during 
the past year she has ex posed this little 
g irl unnecessarily to the inclemency of 
the weather. 
Space will not allow of our 
g iving the testimony of each 
witness 
separately and we g ive the facts as ap­ 
pearing from the combined statements of 
all. 
Some time during the month of 
March last Mrs. J ohnson took tea with 
her nearest neig hbor, 31 rs. Morg an, and 
spent the evening there; not returning 
She said 
to them that she had left Maude confined 
iu an outhouse for some misconduct. 
f 
having put her in there some time before 
g oing to tea, which was about half past 
four. 
Mrs. 3Iorg an said that after Mrs. 
J ohnson went home that nig ht she heard a 
continued series o f sharp slaps from the 
direction of the defendants house, and 
asking her nex t morning if she had heuid 
them received the reply “ you bet I did; I 
was making it. 
I was whipping Maude 
naked with a piece of lath.” At this time 
the weather was cold enoug h to make 
.base burners very comfortable and the 
little g irl had been confined in “ a kind of 
shanty like, at the back end of the house” 
vviii< h was made of boards standing per­ 
pendicularly without 
being lathed or 
plastered and full of cracks. 
So much for one side of the case. 
In e 
other facts were somewhat as follows: 
About May 30 h, as the defendant said 
upon the stand, in the morning she had 
sent Maude to school with only a small 
lunch for dinner and promised that when 
she returned ab >ut half past three dinner 
would he ready. 
When 3Iaude came 
home dinner was not ready and she was 
set to washing the dishes in a room w’herc 
the table was set for supper; her mother 
telling her she would g et supper ready 
when she had finished the dishes. 
The 
mother, by her own story, soon came in 
and seeing Maude helping herself to some­ 
thing to cat asked her if she had been eat­ 
ing ; receiving u neg ative reply she g ot a 
stick and administered a punishment for 
lying and sneaking ; 3Ir. . J ohnson, the 
husband,-then entered and asked the 
cause of the whipping and, as she says, 
“ I sent him ab out his b usiness;" I g ave 
her a push and she fell against 
the stove 
and to save herself I suppose she put her 
on the stove;” Maude b egan to cry 
and started to wash dishes ag ain b ut her 
mother claims to have had no knowledge 
of the b urning until juts b efore time for 
the Sterling passenger to leave which she 
took and went to Sterling; coming hack 
the next afternoon w hen she was arrested. 
Accordingly to tho testimony of all the 
witnesses called, including Mrs. Johnson, 
the first, eeond and third fingers of each 
hand were b urned from the ends of the 
first j o i n t s 
Charles Wlionke, who arres­ 
ted her, swears that she to him admitted 
h h,;’ig the girl’s b auds on the stove and
